Washington, Nov. 29.— W harton Dar­ 
ker, a retired banker of Philadelphia, 
sprung a sensation on the senate com­ 
mittee on interstate commerce when 
he alleged that a New York financier 
told him in 1904 that th" financial in- 
lerests would support Theodore Roose 
relt for president, because the latter 
had “ made a bargain” with them "on 
the railroad question.” 
Mr. Bark er’s statement came in the 
midst of a vigorous attack 
on the 
money trust, in which he alleges also 
that 
President 
Roosevelt 
had 
been 
given the details of the» impending 
panic of 1907 several months before it 
happened, but took no action to pr* 
vent it. 
He declared that the Aldrich cur­ 
rency plan was the handiwork not of 
former Senator Aldrich, but of a Mr. 
W arburton of the 
hanking 
firm of 
Kuhn, Lo« h & Co. of New York, and 
that a fund of $1,000,00 had been start­ 
ed to insure its adoption. 
"Three < r four weeks before the elee 
tion in 1904,” said Mr. Barker, “ I was 
walking down Broadway when 1 met 
one of the most distinguished morn ■ 
kings In N« w York, a man now dea \ 
He said to rue: 'W e are eoing to ele t 
Roosevelt.’ 
1 expressed surprise ai 1 
asked if he had given up the suppo. t 
of Parker. 
He said yes, that th« 
had fright« ned Roosevelt so he hi 1 
made a bargain with them." 
Members of the committee look* 1 
somewhat ridiculous and Mr. Bark« r 
added: 
"I wish Mr. Roosevelt was here."

Bargain on Railroad Ques tion. 


Mr. Barker said the financial giant, 
whom he declined to name, told him 
that Roosevelt had "made a bargain 
on the railroad question." Mr. Barker 
continued: 
“ ‘He is to holler nil he wants,’ h 1 
told me, ‘hut by and by a railro?. i hill 
will he brought in by recommendath i 
of the president, cutting off rebat* ; 
and free passes, which suits us, wl ? 
own the railroads, permitting the ra

It would he possible to add from $30»» • 
009,000 to 1400,000.000 to the to til 
freight charges paid by the Am erican 
public. 
“ f told him I didn’t believe R oof - 
velt had made any such agreement 
said Mr. Barker, “ but when the an­ 
nual message of 19or» went to congress 
he recommended most of those things. 
"I wrote to President Roosevelt and 
told what 
I heard and that 1 h; d 
thought the man lied, but now I must 
believe he had not.

Members of the committ< e ask* d 
Mr. Barker to give tit** name of the 
financial man who had told him that 
Roosevelt was to he elected. 
" I cannot do it." said Mr. Barker, 
‘‘hut subsequently somebody was al­ 
leged to have stolen some correspond­ 
ence between Mr. Hnrrlm an and the 
president, telling of $2"0,000 put up 
for election expenses In the city of 
New York.”
